Now w'hat was that record? 
It is 
too long to be embraced in one 
article, but here is p art of i t : 
In 1851, under democratic rule, 
the stute of Missouri undertook to 
aid and encourage railroad building 
within her borders by lending the 
credit of the state, in the shap e of 
bonds, to v arious railroad enter­ 
p rises, taking as security first mort­ 
gages up on the railroads themselv es 
and up on the land grants they had 
receiv ed from the general gov ern­ 
ment. 
At v arious times bonds were is­ 
sued, amounting in the aggregate to 
$23,701,000, 
secured 
by a 
first 
mortgage on p rop erty v alued at 
from $35,000,000 to $45,000,000. 
In referring to these 
p rop erties 
Gov . Thos. C. Fletcher, rep ublican, 
said in his message to the legisla­ 
ture in 1865: 
“ They are amp le se­ 
curity for the amounts adv anced to 
them resp ectiv ely :” 
That is, the 
interests of the state had been care­ 
fully p reserv ed by the 
democrats 
who issued the bonds. 
In 1868 the state held 
a lien 
against 
the 
Missouri 
Pacific, 
“ amp ly secured,” of $10,780,000 
This a rep ublican legislature “ com­ 
p romised” and released up on the 
comp any p ay ing into the state treas­ 
ury $5,000,000, which p ay ment was 
made in state bonds p urchased by 
the comp any at 60 to 65 cents on 
the dollar. 
Thus the state lost at 
one transaction $5,780,000. 
This was a clear “ giv e away ,” for 
a rep ublican committee rep orted to 
the general assembly that the p rop ­ 
erty was at the time worth $12,- 
79 7,479 .22. 
To negotiate this sharp deal cost 
the railroad $19 2,178.10, p aid for 
the “ influence” of those who stood 
“ high in the faith.” 
In 
1866, 
default hav ing been 
made in the p ay ment of interest by 
the Southwest Branch of the Mis­ 
souri Pacific, it was seized by the 
state which held a lien on the road 
to secure $4,500,000 bonds with in­ 
terest. 
This p rop erty the p owers 
that were then controling affairs 
“ sold” to Gen. Jno. C. Fremont for 
$1,300,000. 
Only $325,000 of this 
was p aid, howev er, and the 
state 
again took p ossession, and 
after­ 
wards, by act of the 
legislature, 
made a free gift of this v ast p rop ­ 
erty to A. C. 
Kingsland 
<& Son, 
Gen. Jno. B. Gray , Gen. Clifton B. 
Fisk and others. 
At the time the gift was made the 
state held a first mortgage on the 
road and ov er 
1,000,000 acres of 
land to secure the debt of $6,523,- 
770. 
In this deal the 
state lost 
$6,19 8,770. 
And that, too, in the 
face of the fact that Gov . Fletcher 
had said the p rop erty was amp le 
security for the debt. 
The North Missouri railroad, u])- 
on which 
the state held a first 
mortgage to secure the p ay ment of 
a debt of $6,9 60,000 due the state, 
was “ sold” to 
Hon. 
Henry T. 
Blow, rep ublican member of con­ 
gress, et aly for $200,000. 
On this 
deal the state lost $6,760,000. 
The Platte country railroad was 
“ sold” and giv en away at a loss of 
$779 ,120 to the state. 
The Iron 
Mountain 
road 
was 
“ sold” to McKay and others for 
$550,000 in the face of the fact that 
Samuel P. Dinsmore & Co. bid 
$1,027,000 for the same p rop erty 
and 
Chas. 
P. 
Chouteau offered 
$i,ioo,uoo for the road. 
By this 
deal the state lost $6,061,454. 
But 
sev eral gentlemen of “ influence” 
got fat fees. 
Thus the state under rep ublican 
rule “ sold” for $6,131,49 6, p rop er­ 
ties which were “ amp le security ” 
for a debt of $3 i , 7 35>^4°> 
tax -p ay ers lost $25,604^344* 


state receiv ed $25,000 as p rofits 
while op erating the Iron Mountain, 
leav ing a net loss of $ 25, 579,344 as 
a mournful monument of rep ublican 
business, sagacity and honesty . 
This is only one of the chap ters 
up on which Major Warner asks for 
v otes. 
There is more to follow, 
for there is nothing more instruc­ 
tiv e than reading history .
